SPBINGFIELD, ILL., June M.— 


On tbe recommendation of CoL J. & 
Culver, Governor Tanner has directed 
Adjutant General BeeoS to withdraw 
the state troops from Pana. The order 
was issued to-lay and tho soldiers will 
return to their home* at Deoatnr and 
Peoria next Monday. Governor Tanuer( 
speaking of the matter, said: 


"I directed Adjutant General Beece 


to say that on the date of the with- 
drawal of the soldiers I revoke my 
proclamation, issued nearly a year ago, 
placing Pana under marital law, and 
making boundary districts extending 
one mile iu each direction from the 
town. I have also directed tbe military 
authorities to return all arms that 
have been taken from the olticeni of 
Pana. After Monday I will leave the 
responsibility of protecting life and 
property iu the hands of the civil 
authorities of Christian county and 
of the city of Pana. Tbe oost of keep- 
ing the military at Pana is about $800 
per day. Tlie total cost to tho state at 
Pans and Virden has been something 
over $100,000. There Is no appropria- 
tion for this purpose, all of the money 
used having been drawn from tbe 
ordinary National Guard fond for en- 
campment purpose* and for maintain- 
ing the National Guard.'' 


Ryan's Pledge. 


W. D. Ryan, state secretary of the 


United Mine Workers of 
America, 


was told of^the governor's decision to 
withdraw the troops from Paua. When 
askod if he thought there would be 
another outbreak at Paua after tbe 
soldiers leave he said: 


" I do not believe there will be any 


further trouble at Pana. ; I know Of 
no one in or ont of Paua who desires 
a repetition of the last riot and 
bloodshed, and everything that we can 
do to prevent anything of that kind 
iu the future certainly will be done. 
I will tay for the union miners of 
Pana that

SCARCITY OF SKINS. 


Deerskin*, -whioh are need to make 


buck gloves, are extremely high and 
scarce. Last year at this time they 
brought abont 20 cents per pound, and 
now they are selling at double that 
figure. This advance was not a sudden 
one, for prices have been steadily 
climbing npwards until they 
have 


reached their present high figure, and 
the prospects are now that they will 
advance still farther. 


There are several reasons for this. 


In the first place, the demand is 
greater thU year than the past one 
The winter was unusually cold, more 
heavy gloves were sold than usual ant 
as the merchants throughout the west 
and northwest expect a large demanf 
for these gloves next season and their 
stocks are all pretty well cleaned up, 
they bought bigger bills than usual, 
and the demand is now greater than 
the supply. 


Furthermore, there have not been 


as many skins shipped to this country 
this year ES last 
One of the dealers 


said he believed the reason for this 
was that the South American countrieb 
are becoming more populated along 
the coast and the deer are going into 
the Interior where they are hard to 
catch. Then again the prices were BO 
low last year that a great mauy people 
who had been engaged in this enter- 
prise found it unprofitable and turned 
to other channels to make a livelihood. 


Deerskins come from South America, 


Central America and Mexico, and the 
most of them are 
taken by glove 


manufacturers. The piano people also 
use a small number, bnt it does not 
amount to mach over 10 per cent of 
the amount imported. These skins are 
now so scarce that they are sold before 
their arrival, and there are no stocks 
to be had in the city. 


On account of the advance ill the 


price of skins the price of gloves has 
advanced all the way from |1 to $3 a 
dozen. 


Hogskini) are also scarce, and have 


risen in valtte abont 
25 per cent. 


These are also used in making work- 
ing gloveb, the price of which has been 
increased. But they do not seML such 
large amounts, and the* rise in the 
market is not felt as much as that of 
tbe buckskin gloves. 


Sheepskin gloves are also only sold 


in limited quantities, but they have 
also been advanced in price on account 
of the great increase in the cost of 
skin a. 


Mocha skeepskin, whioh is used for 


the mocha gloves, whioh have come 
into such prominence lately, has also 
been advanced abont 25 per cent 
These skins have been in request dur- 
ing the last few months, which prob" 
ably acoounts for their rise in values. 


Every skin that is used for working 


gloves has been advanced and conse- 
quently the gloves are now selling at 
from 10 cents to $2 more a dozen than 
they did last year at this time.

Cheek estate in Siam, whieh Mr. 8uV 
ton is settling up for th» widow, Mrs. 
Sarah Bradley Cheek, of Oakland, Cal. 
The late Mr. Cheek was an American 
citizen whe lived in Siam, and, being a 
man who feared nothing, he went into 
Uie lumber business in partnership 
with the Siamese king. His majesty 
furnished the forest* and possibly tho 
capital At any rate, Mr. Cheek put in 
the brains, and the enterprise pros- 
pered. It is not charged that Mr. Cheek 
filed because h« was the king's partner, 
but at any rate he passed away, and 
there were rumors of differences be- 
tween, him and the king before be did so. 


When Mri. Cheek asked for a settle- 


ment there was trouble. 
What the 


trouble was is not clear, but it seems 
that the king did not intend to be rabh 
about paying- her anything-. Mrs. Cheek 
was a Michigan gSil, and had a brother, 
Rev. 
Dan tradloy, of Grand Rapids, 


through whom the matter was placed 
in the hands of Mr. Sutton. The lattef 
has had considerable experience in 
handling recalcitrant foreigners. He 
had never handled nn unruly king, but 
he decided to take the case and go at 
his Siamese majesty just as he would at 
an ordinary foreigner. There ib a place 
over in the state department in Wash- 
ington where, if you know how to do it, 
j ou touch the button in the matter of 
a foreigner and Uncle Sam does ths 
rest. Mr. Sutton pushed the button. 


The king of Siam took it hard at first. 


It was new to him. But the pressure 
from Washington continued Then the 
king gave in. But he appears to have 
done so slowly and reluctantly. It is 
now four years or more since he began 
to yield, and the Cheek estate is not yet 
settled. An allowance has been made 
to the widow to live upon and the as- 
sets ol tho lumbering business of Cheek 
and the king are being closed out, but 
it may be several years more before 
Mrs. 
Cheek is in actual possession of 


the half million or more still due her.

WAYS OF MAKING FIRE. 


Aatloi In Their Pool at the Aquarium 


—One Seal Learning from 


tbe Other. 


Nellie, the larger of the two harbor 


seals at the Aquarium, long ago devel- 
oped in her play a very pretty juggling 
trick, which consists in tossing things 
on her whiskers, the bristles that pro- 
ject from the sides of her nose like a 
oat's whiskers. She would find floating 
in the water a fragment of fish skin 
that had become detached from the 
pieces of cut-up fish fed to the seals as 
food, and juggle that, putting her head 
under It in the water in such a man- 
ner aa to get the whiskers on one side 
under it, and then bearing the scrap up 
on them and balancing it on them 
After awhile she would throw her head 
up and toss the scrap over and catch it 
on the whiskers on the other side and 
balance it there for a time, and then, 
perhaps, toss it back; and sometimes 
Ehe would take the scrap between her 
teeth and toss it up and catch it on her 
nose or whiskers and then juggle it 
about in like manner. Now the smaller 
of the two seals in this pool has taken 
•up the juggling trick, having appar- 
ently copied it from Nellie. The lit- 
tle one, indeed, appears to be learning 
fall of Nellie's tricks. 


One thing that they both do is to 


atraightcn themselves out in the wa- 
ter and then begin to turn Ilka a spin- 
dle. 
When one of the seals gets to 


turning1 in this manner it turns so 
rapidly that it seems to elongate, and 
its rotation ia so rapid that its eyes 
cannot be distinguished. They both 
turn somersaults in the water, both 
forward and backward. For general 
skylarking they are both alike, swim- 
ming- and dashing about with remark- 
able swiftness, jumping almost clean 
out ot the water. 


Another form of play that they have 


lb to make rings of themselves and 
whirl around. In this play the seals 
bead themselves pretty nearly into a 
hdop and chase their tail flippers 
around, just as a kitten would chaso 
ita tail, round and round, and every 
now and then one of tbe seals will gel 
one of lie tail flippers in its mouth, 
making a complete ring of itself, and 
In this form whirl rapidly in the wa- 
ter, looking like a big life preserver 
whirling in the water horizontally.

A RACE OF DWARFS 


Peculiar People That Live at tb« 


Kactern End of the Pyrcnee* 


Mountain!. 


Prof. Miguel Marazta has made wfiat 


seems a curious anthropological dibcov- 
sry in the valley of Rebas (Gcrona), at 
the end of the eastern Pyrenees. There 
exists in this district a somewhat nu- 
merous group of people, who are called 
N'anos (dwarfs) by the other inhab- 
itants, and, as a matter of fact, are not 
more than four feet in height. Their 
bodies are fairly well built, hands and 
feet small, shoulders and hips broad, 
making them appear more robust than 
they really are. Their features are go 
peculiar that there is no mistaking 
them among others. All have red hair; 
the face is as broad as long, with high 
cheek bones, strongly developed jaws 
and flat nose. The eyes are not horizon1 
tal, but somewhat oblique, like those of 
Tartars and Chinese. A few straggling 
ivtak hairs are found in place of beard. 
The skin is pule and flabby. Men and 
women are so much alike that the sex 
son only be told from the clothing. 
Though the mouth is large, the lips do 
not quite rover the large, projecting 
Incisors. The Nanos, who are the butt 


the other inhabitants, live entirely 


by themselves in Kebas. They inter- 
marry only among themselves, so that 
their peculiarities continue to be re- 
produced. Entirely without education, 
and without any chance of improving 
their condition, they lead the life ot 
pariahs. They know their own names, 
but rarely remember those of their par- 
ents, can hardly tell whore they live 
and have no idea of numbers. — Bir- 
mingham Post.

Have an Odd Waj- of Creat- 


ing • Blaae by Saw Ing—Other 


Method*. 


The boy or girl brought up in fa- 


miliarity with safety matches, electric 
lighting, etc., will smile the smile of su- 
periority when he reads H. L. Jerome's 
description 'of the methods our ances- 
tors employed for lighting a fire, and 
that many of our uncivilized contempo- 
raries still employ. 


Fire-making, by sawing, he says, was 


perhaps suggested to the Malays by na- 
ture. It is said that jungle fires are 
of ten started by the rubbing of the tarn- 
boo stocks together in high wind 
storms. "The creaking of the bamboo 
is indescribable; the noise of the rasp- 
ing and grinding of the horny stems 
is almost unendurable" during these 
storms, say travelers. 


However the method may have been 


suggested to them, it is a very simple 
one. A piece of bamboo having a sharp 
edge is rubbed across a rounded piece 
in which a notch has been cut. The 
Malay saws across until the hollow con- 
vex piece is pierced. 'The heated par- 
ticles fall below and ignite. 
Borne 


Malays "have improved on this by 
striking, a piece of china, tinder being 
held with it, against the outside of a 
piece of bamboo, the silicious coating 
of the latter yielding a spark, like 
flint;" but the sawing knife is more 
commonly used. Sand is sometimes 
added to increase the friction. In some 
places, when the particles fall they 
are gathered in a dry leaf and swung 
around the head until the leaf blazes. 


The plowing method becins to have 


sprung wholly from the Pacific island- 
ers. It is closely connected with the 
sawing method. A soft, corky bit of 
wood is picked up near by, and a small, 
pointed stick of hard wood is found. 
Kneeling on the hearth or soft stick, 
the man holds the pencil-like plow be- 
tween his clasped hands, somewhat as 
one takes a pen, and forces it forward 
at an angle of about 40 degrees, slow- 
ly at first and then with increasing 
rapidity until the wood is ground ofl 
end forms in a small heap at the end ol 
the groove he has so made. The groove 
Is about six inches long. Mr. Darwin 
found it difficult to make fire in this 
way, biit at last succeeded. The Sa- 
moan can get fire in 40 seconds, ane 
some can make the wood burst into 
flame by this method. 


The fourth method of obtaining fire 


—that of "striking" a light—is one fa- 
miliar, in a degree, to all. Before steei 
was obtainable, flint and pyrites wej 
used. Ebkimos of the Mackenzie river 
district use a- fire-set composed of a 
tinder-pocket, which contains tinder 
made of dovv n from the willow cat- 
kins mixed with charcoal, or soaked in 
gunpowder and water, a lough bar oi 
flint, and a half-sphere of pyrites, evi- 
dently a round stone broken in two 
for greater convenience. 


The tinder-bag is made of-xeindeer 


skin. A little bag hanging- from the 
larger one' contains tinder to uae in 
case that in the larger one becomes 
accidentally useless; but the little bag 
also acts as a toggle. It is passed un- 
der the belt when the tinder-bag is 
carried by the squaw, much as our 
women wear their 
chatelaine-bag*. 


The cover of the bag is an oblong pad 
stuffed with deer hair. This pad is 
held on the forefinger under the pyrites 
to protect the hand when a spark ia 
being struck ofi into the tinder in the 
bag. 


With the iron age came the use of 


the flint and steel, and the most ancient 
specimens of the&e fire-making tools 
are so nearly like those found in many 
an old garret to-day that description 
seems unnecessary. 


The Chinese strike-a-lights show a 


•very ingenious way of combining the 
steel with a pouch in which to carry the 
flint and tinder. In Tibet the pouches 
are often elaborately trimmed with in- 
crusted silver set with costly jewels. 
The Japanese still use flint and steel. 
Their tinder-boxes have two compart- 
ments. The smaller one ia for the tin- 
der and has a damper. The larger one 
is for the flint and steel. They mount 
the steel in wood. Until matches were 
invented the most convenient fire-mak- 
ing tools in the world were those used 
in Japan. 


Our North American Indians were 


slow to acknowledge civilized arts and 
methods as superior to their own; but 
fire-making with flint and steel ap- 
pealed to them at once, and was 
promptly adopted. Buckskip pouches 
were made 4n which to carry the flint 
and steel, and hung from the belt beside 
the tomahawk. They have many curi- 
ous beliefs concerning- fire and its ori- 
gin. The Alaskan Indians will tell you 
that "Yetl," the Great Eaven, who cre- 
ated man and gave him all blessings, 
after obtaining light and fresh water, 
stole a burning brand from a fire island 
(volcano) In the sea, and started back 
to earth holding it in his beak. But 
the journey was so long that tbe brand 
burned shorter and shorter. 
Swiftly 


and more swiftly Yetl plied his magic 
wings; but the brand burned his bill, 
and then dropped to the ground and 
"scattered in all directions. And be- 
cause tbe divine power, dropped from 
Yetl'a beak, entered into every rock 
and every dry bit of wood lying on tbe 
surface of the earth, they say one can 
always call fire out of the rocks by 
striking thern with' steel, or out of wood 
by rubbing it with other wood. 


This is the Alaskan explanation of 


the mystery known to us as flre-mak 
Ing.—St. Nicholas. 


THE RATTLESNAKE COON. 


Committed Sulelde, Maybe, After 


Stealing '1,000 Wortk of P»ml- 


try In Maine. 


The rattlesnake coon that has robbed 


more than 50 henroost* and destroyed 
a thousand dollars' worth of eggs and 
poultry in the last three years near 
East Dedtianj, Me., has been caught at 
last in one of Sam. Houston's traps, and 
the skin is now at a tannery being 
cured, after which it will be made up 
into a fur cap. The animal began its 
adventurous career at East Dedhain in 
the autumn of 1897. Green corn was in 
the milk at the time, and all other coons 
were contented to live in the fields and 
woods, without risking a near 
ap- 


proach to civilization. The rattlesnake 
coon was of a different mind, and 
wouldn't look at sweet corn eo long as 
there was a tough old rooster to be had 
(or the climbing. Between September 
l, 1897, and January 1, 1B98, it is said 
that this coon destroyed $300 worth of 
poultry in East Dedham, besides mak- 
ing frequent raids into Bucksport and 
Otis. 


In the fall ot 1898 Charles Perry, a 


hunter of Bangor, Introduced a novelty 
in coon catching. Be argued that a 
raccoon likes green corn better than 
any other food. Therefore, when the 
green crop was safe in the granaries, 
he procured a dozen two-pound cans of 
green corn. Instead of removing the 
contents with a can opener, he cut the 
top of every can into six sections, divid- 
ing it in the way a housewife cuts a 
pie. Having removed nearly all the 
•orn, he turned down the six sharp 
points of tin so as to admit a raccoon's 
head, and placed his traps along the 
runways where coons were known to 
travel. The plan worked well. In a 
week there were five coons running 
about the woods carrying tin cons over 
their heads, and inside of a month the 
last can had fitted itself to a coon and 
was on its travels. The raccoons, being 
unable, to see, wandered aimlessly 
about, and most of them were shot or 
clubbed to death before winter. As 
the others have never been seen, it is 
probable they died of starvation. 


When the rattlesnake coon was not 


identified among the slain, everybody 
hoped he iad perished. This spring he 
came out early in March, and began 
to make assessments on the same old 
poultry yards. After the poultry yards 
gave out, he stole sucking pigs from 
the barn cellars, and picked up stray 
lambs in the fields. On the morning 
of May 1, when the school children went 
to the woods to pick checkerberries 
and Mayflowers, and to celebrate Dew- 
y's victory, they found the terror of 
he town dead in one of Sam Houston's 
raps. As the trap had not been baited 
or two weeks the impression prevails 
hat the raccoon committed suicide. 
An examination of the body resulted

o a strap about the animal's neck. A 
in tag on the strop contained this in- 
criptlon:

In 18J7 thcr< 
were 12 centenarians to every 1,000,000; 
in 1867 there were 13.97, and in 1877 the 
number rose as high as 29.81. For a 
few years after 1877 the proportion 
was not as great ns usual, but since

ground.
